restrictions  on  inventories 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Executive  Order  No.  9322,  dated 
March  26,  1943  (8  P.R.  3807) ,  and  to  as- 
sure an  adequate  supply  and  efficient 
distribution  of  meat  to  meet  war  and 
essential  civilian  needs:  It  is  hereby  or- 
dered, as  follows: 

§  1410.8  Restrictions  on  inventories — 
(a)  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  or- 
der, unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed 
or  manifestly  incompatible  with  the  in- 
tent thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  as- 
sociation, or  other  business  entity. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Pood  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  designated  by  such 
Director. 

(3)  The  term  "slaughterer"  means  any 
person  who  owns  cattle  or  swine,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  at  the  time  they  are 
slaughtered  in  an  establishment  having 
Federal  inspection  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  March  4,  1907,  34  Stat. 
1260,  as  amended,  21  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  71, 
and  as  extended  by  Public  Law  602,  77th 
Congress,  Second  Session,  approved  June 
10, 1942,  56  Stat.  351. 

(4)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  the  Pood  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  (including  but  not  restricted 
to  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Cor- 
poration) ,  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
and  the  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States,  the  United  States  Maritime  Com- 
mission, the  Veterans  Administration, 
and  any  other  agency  which  the  Director 
finds  is  directly  essential  to  the  war  ef- 
fort and  which  is  designated  by  him: 
Provided,  however,  That  post  exchanges, 
service  men's  clubs,  ship  service  stores, 
sales  commissaries,  and  similar  organi- 
zations shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States. 

(5)  The  term  "beef"  means  the  dressed 
carcasses  of  cattle,  or  any  edible  part, 
cut  or  trimmings  thereof,  which  are  fro- 
zen, cured  or  in  process  of  cure;  exclud- 


ing, however,  canned  meats,  offal,  oils, 
rendering  fats,  casings,  and  by-products 
not  ordinarily  used  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

(6)  The  term  "pork"  means  the  dressed 
carcasses  of  swine,  or  any  edible  part, 
cut  or  trimmings  thereof,  which  are 
frozen,  cured  or  in  process  of  cure;  ex- 
cluding, however,  canned  meats,  scrap- 
ple, souse  and  other  similar  products, 
offal,  oils,  lards,  rendering  fats,  raw  leaf, 
casings,  by-products  not  ordinarily  used 
for  human  consumption,  and  skins  when 
prepared  for  use  in  leather,  glue  and 
gelatin. 

(7)  The  term  "inventory"  means 
stocks  of  beef  or  pork  processed  or  owned 
by  the  slaughterer,  and  located  in  his 
plant,  branch  house,  warehouse  or 
premises,  and  stocks  of  beef  and  pork 
owned  by  the  slaughterer,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  regardless  of  where,  how  or  by 
whom  held;  excluding,  however,  beef  or 
pork  which  has  been  sold  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  or  which  is  to  be  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  processed  meat 
products  under  contract  of  sale  to  any 
governmental  agency. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  slaughterer 
shall,  on  April  17,  1943,  or  at  the  end  of 
any  week  thereafter,  have  an  inventory 
of  beef  or  pork  in  excess  of  the  following 
quantities: 

(i)  An  aggregate  quantity  of  beef 
greater  than  the  aggregate  quantity  of 
beef  in  inventory  on  the  last  day  of  such 
slaughterer's  Quota  Period  2,  as  estab- 
lished under  Restriction  Order  1,  as 
amended,1  issued  by  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration, transferred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  by  Order  dated 
March  31,  1943,  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Administrator  of 
Office  of  Price  Administration  (8  F.R. 
4151),  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  estab- 
lished quota  period,  on  March  27,  1943, 
or  April  3,  1943,  at  the  option  of  the 
slaughterer; 

(ii)  An  aggregate  quantity  of  pork 
greater  than  the  aggregate  quantity  of 
pork  in  inventory  on  the  last  day  of  such 
slaughterer's  Quota  Period  2,  as  estab- 
lished under  Restriction  Order  1,  as 
amended,  issued  by  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration, transferred  to  the  Depart-

ment  of  Agriculture  by  Order  dated 
March  31,  1943,  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Administrator  of 
Office  of  Price  Administration  (8  F.R. 
4151),  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  estab- 
lished quota  period,  on  March  27,  1943, 
or  April  3,  1943,  at  the  option  of  the 
slaughterer. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  order,  or 
of  any  order  or  instruction  issued  by  the 
Director  pursuant  thereto,  shall  be  ob- 
served without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
creditors,  existing  contracts,  or  payments 
thereunder. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every 
slaughterer  shall  maintain  such  records 
and  shall  execute  and  file  such  reports 
upon  such  forms  and  submit  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Director  may  from  time 
to  time  request  or  direct  and  within  such 
times  as  he  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
slaughterer  shall,  upon  request,  permit 
inspections,  at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his 
stocks  of  beef  and  pork  and  the  premises 
used  in  his  business,  and  all  of  his  books, 
records  and  accounts  shall,  upon  request, 
be  submitted  to  audit  and  inspection  by 
the  Director. 

(e)  Territorial  scope.  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  apply  only  within  any 
of  the  48  States  or  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  therewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition 
the  Director  in  writing  (in  triplicate) 
for  relief  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
by  the  Director  shall  be  final. 

'(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  thereto,  or  who  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concern- 
ing a  matter  within  the  scope  of  this 
order  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  live- 
stock or  meats  and  such  further  action 
may  be  taken  against  him  as  the  Director

(4)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  the  Pood  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  (including  but  not  restricted 
to  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Cor- 
poration) .  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
and  the  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States,  the  United  States  Maritime  Com- 
mission, the  Veterans  Administration, 
and  any  other  agency  which  the  Director 
finds  is  directly  essential  to  the  war  ef- 
fort and  which  is  designated  by  him: 
Provided,  however,  That  post  exchanges, 
service  men's  clubs,  ship  service  stores, 
sales  commissaries,  and  similar  organi- 
zations shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States.

(7)  The  term  "inventory"  means 
stocks  of  beef  or  pork  processed  or  owned 
by  the  slaughterer,  and  located  in  his 
plant,  branch  house,  warehouse  or 
premises,  and  stocks  of  beef  and  pork 
owned  by  the  slaughterer,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  regardless  of  where,  how  or  by 
whom  held;  excluding,  however,  beef  or 
pork  which  has  been  sold  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  or  which  is  to  be  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  processed  meat 
products  under  contract  of  sale  to  any 
governmental  agency. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  slaughterer 
shall,  on  April  17,  1943,  or  at  the  end  of 
any  week  thereafter,  have  an  inventory 
of  beef  or  pork  in  excess  of  the  following 
quantities : 

(i)  An  aggregate  quantity  of  beef 
greater  than  the  aggregate  quantity  of 
beef  in  inventory  on  the  last  day  of  such

ment  of  Agriculture  by  Order  dated 
March  31,  1943,  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Administrator  of 
Office  of  Price  Administration  (8  F.R.

Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  therewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition 
the  Director  in  writing  (in  triplicate) 
for  relief  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
by  the  Director  shall  be  final. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  thereto,  or  who  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concern- 
ing a  matter  within  the  scope  of  this 
order  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  live- 
stock or  meats  and  such  further  action 
may  be  taken  against  him  as  the  Director 
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deems  appropriate,  including  recommen- 
dations for  prosecution  under  section 
35a  of  the  Criminal  Code  (18  U.S.C.  1940 
ed.  80) ,  under  paragraph  5  of  section 
301  of  Title  III  of  the  Second  War  Powers 
Act,  and  under  any  and  all  other  appli- 
cable laws. 

(h)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 


munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed  be  addressed  to 
the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
Livestock  and  Meats  Branch,  Meat  Pur- 
chase Division,  5  South  Wabash  Avenue, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  Ref:  FD-48. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector is  hereby  designated  and  empow- 
ered to  administer  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 


(j)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  on  the  date  of  its  is- 
suance.

Press  Release  Immediate: 
Wednesday,  April  7th,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
instituted  inventory  controls  over  Fed- 
erally inspected  slaughterers,  limiting 
the  quantity  of  certain  meats  they  can 
hold  in  storage.  This  order,  Food  Distri- 
bution Order  No.  48,  provides  the  neces- 
sary mechanism  to  make  the  quantity 


of  meat,  which  Federally  inspected 
slaughterers  produce  in  addition  to  their 
civilian  quotas,  immediately  available  to 
the  Government. 

These  slaughterers  after  April  17  will 
not  be  permitted  to  have  more  pork  and 
beef — frozen,  cured,  in  cure — on  hand 
than  they  had  when  they  calculated 
their  inventories  at  the  end  of  their 
second  quota  period,  (about  March  21, 


1943 >  under  the  Meat  Restriction  Order. 
Those  slaughterers  without  quotas  may 
not  keep  more  meat  on  hand  than  they 
had  on  either  March  27  or  April  3,  1943. 
This  limitation  on  inventories  is  tem- 
porary and  will  be  in  effect  only  until  a 
more  permanent  form  of  control  of 
slaughterers  stocks  on  hand  has  been 
devised.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  INVENTORIES 

Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  48  (8  P.R. 
4499),  issued  by  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator on  April  6,  1943,  is  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  1410.8  Restrictioiis  on  invento- 
ries— (a)  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly  ex- 
pressed or  manifestly  incompatible  with 
the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any 
individual,  partnership,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  or  any  employee  of  the 
War  Food  Administration  designated  by 
such  Director. 

(3)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  (i)  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States 
(hereinafter  called  "the  armed  forces") , 
excepting  post  exchanges,  service  men's 
clubs,  ship  service  stores,  sales  commis- 
saries, and  similar  organizations,  and 
including  any  person  who,  pursuant  to 
a  written  contract  with  an  agency  of  the 
United  States,  is  feeding  personnel  of  the 
armed  forces  under  the  command  of  a 
commissioned  or  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer or  other  authorized  representative  of 
the  armed  forces  and  who  is  specifically 
authorized  by  such  representative  to  pur- 
chase meat,  to  the  extent  necessary  to 
feed  such  personnel;  (ii)  the  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration  (including  but 
not  restricted  to  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation) ;  (iiii)  the 
War  Shipping  Administration;  (iv)  the 
Veterans  Administration;  and  (v)  any 
other  instrumentality  or  agency  desig- 
nated by  the  War  Food  Administrator. 

(4)  The  term  "meat"  means  the  car- 
casses of  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  lambs,  or 
swine,  and  any  processed  or  unprocessed 
edible  product  or  byproduct,  cut  or  trim- 
ming, or  any  edible  product  produced  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  such  animals  re- 
gardless of  how  prepared  or  packaged, 
excluding,  however,  oils,  lard,  rendering 
fats,  raw  leaf,  byproducts  not  ordinarily 
used  for  human  consumption,  and  skins 
when  prepared  for  use  in  leather,  glue  or 
gelatin. 

(5)  The  terms  "cured"  and  "in  proc- 
ess of  cure"  shall  not  include  meat  which 
is  smoked  or  which  is  in  the  process  of 
smoking,  or  is  being  washed,  soaked  or 
hung  in  preparation  for  smoking. 


(6)  The  term  "restricted  beef"  or  "re- 
stricted pork"  means  beef  meat  or  pork 
meat  that  is  frozen,  cured,  or  in  process 
of  cure,  including  livers,  hearts,  and  kid- 
neys; excluding,  however, 

(i)  Other  edible  offal,  head  meats, 
tongues,  pigs  feet,  neck  bones,  ham  and 
shoulder  bones,  soup  bones,  back  bones, 
beef  ham  sets,  canned  meats,  sausage, 
scrapple,  and  souse; 

(ii)  Cutter  and  canner  grades  of  beef, 
except  that  permitted  under  Meat  Re- 
striction Order  No.  1,  as  amended,1  to  be 
delivered  to  persons  other  than  exempi 
purchasers; 

(iii)  Meat  located  in  a  retail  store. 

(7)  The  term  "in  inventory"  meant> 
stocks  of  restricted  beef  or  pork  proc- 
essed or  owned  by  any  person  and  located 
in  such  person's  plant,  branch  house, 
warehouse,  or  premises,  and  stocks  of 
restricted  beef  or  pork  owned  by  any  per- 
son, in  whole  or  in  part,  regardless  of 
where,  how,  or  by  whom  held;  excluding, 
however,  restricted  beef  or  pork  which 
has  been  sold  to  governmental  agencies,  j 
or  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  i 
of  meat  products  under  contract  of  sale 
to  any  governmental  agency. 

(8)  The  term  "branch  house"  means 
an  establishment  where  meat  is  proc- 
essed, stored,  or  held  for  sale  or  de- 
livery, owned  or  controlled,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  by  a  person  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  slaughtering  livestock,  and 
located  apart  from  the  premises  where 
such  slaughtering  is  done. 

(9)  The  term  "retail  store"  means  an 
establishment  in  which  75%  of  the  meat 
handled  is  sold  directly  to  ultimate  con- 
sumers. 

(10)  The  term  "delivery"  means  the 
transfer  of  meat  to  any  other  person. 
The  transfer  of  meat,  by  any  person  sub- 
ject to  this  order,  to  a  retail  store  owned 
or  controlled  by  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  a  delivery. 

(11)  The  term  "quota  slaughterer" 
means  a  person  or  persons  registered  and 
classified  under  Meat  Restriction  Order 
No.  1,  as  amended,1  as  a  "slaughterer." 

(12)  The  term  "average  weekly  beef 
quota"  or  "average  weekly  pork  quota" 
means  the  number  of  pounds  of  beef  or 
pork,  respectively,  in  a  slaughterer's  beef 
or  pork  quota  for  a  particular  quota 
period,  as  determined  under  Meat  Re- 
striction Order  No.  1,  as  amended,1  di- 
vided by  the  number  of  weeks  in  such 
quota  period.

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  quota  slaugh- 
terer shall  have  in  inventory  on  June  12, 
1943,  or  at  the  end  of  any  week  there- 
after: 

(1)  A  quantity  of  restricted  beef  in 
excess  of  40,000  lbs.,  or  one-third  of  his 
average  weekly  beef  ,quota  for  the  cur- 
rent quota  period,  whichever  quantity  is 
greater; 

(ii)  A  quantity  of  restricted  pork  in 
excess  of  four  times  his  average  weekly 
pork  quota  for  the  current  quota  period. 

(2)  No  person,  other  than  a  quota 
slaughterer,  who  has  delivered  during 
any  week  since  the  week  ending  April  3, 
1943,  a  quantity  of  meat  having  a  total 
net  weight  in  excess  of  40,000  pounds 
shall  have  in  inventory  on  June  12,  1943, 
or  at  the  end  of  any  week  thereafter; 

(i)  A  quantity  of  restricted  beef  in  ex- 
cess of  40,000  lbs.,  or  one-third  of  his 
average  weekly  delivery  of  beef,  other 
than  to  governmental  agencies,  in  the 
immediately  preceding  monthly  account- 
ing period,  whichever  quantity  is  greater; 
j  (ii)  A  quantity  of  restricted  pork  in 
excess  of  four  times  his  average  weekly 
delivery  of  pork,  other  than  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  in  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding monthly  accounting  period. 

(3)  Any  person  who  sells  or  distributes 
meat  through  a  branch  house  or  branch 
houses  may  have  in  inventory  on  June 
12,  1943,  or  at  the  end  of  any  week 
thereafter: 

(i)  A  quantity  of  restricted  beef,  in 
addition  to  the  quantity  allowed  under 
paragraphs  (b)  (1)  or  (b)  (2)  above, 
equivalent  to  one-third  of  such  person's 
average  weekly  deliveries  of  beef  through 
such  branch  house  or  houses  to  other 
than  governmental  agencies  in  the  im- 
mediately preceding  monthly  account- 
ing period;  and 

(ii)  A  quantity  of  restricted  pork  in 
addition  to  the  quantity  allowed  under 
paragraphs  (b)  (1)  or  (b)  (2)  above, 
equivalent  to  such  person's  average 
weekly  deliveries  of  pork  through  such 
branch  house  or  houses  to  other  than 
governmental  agencies  in  the  immedi- 
ately preceding  monthly  accounting  pe- 
riod. 

(4)  No  person  not  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  (b)  (1)  or  (b)  (2)  hereof  shall 
have  in  inventory,  on  June  12,  1943,  or 
at  the  end  of  any  week  thereafter,  an 
aggregate  quantity  of  restricted  beef  and 
pork  in  excess  of  50,000  lbs. 

(5)  Any  person  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  (b)  (2)  hereof  shall  remain  sub- 
ject thereto  until  his  weekly  deliveries  of 
meat  for  each  week  of  a  6-month  period 
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remains  below  40,000  lbs.,  at  which  time 
he  shall  no  longer  be  subject  to  (b)  (2), 
but  shall  become  subject  to  (b)  (4)  here- 
of. Whenever  such  person's  weekly  de- 
liveries of  meat  again  reach  40,000  lbs., 
or  over,  he  shall  again  become  subject  to 
(b)  (2)  hereof. 

(c)  Existing  contracts.  The  provisions 
of  this  order,  or  of  any  order  or  instruc- 
tion issued  by  the  Director  pursuant 
thereto,  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  the  rights  of  creditors,  existing 
contracts,  or  payments  thereunder. 

(d)  Reports  on  inventories .  (1)  Every 
person  subject  to  the  provisions  of  (b) 
(1)  or  (b)  (2)  hereof  shall  forward  to 
the  Director,  on  Form  FDO  48-1,  a  report 
of  his  inventories  of  restricted  beef  and 
restricted  pork  for  each  monthly  ac- 
counting period  beginning  with  the 
month  of  June  1943.  Such  report  shall 
be  forwarded  within  10  days  of  the  end 
of  such  monthly  accounting  period,  and 
shall  contain  the  information  with  re- 
spect to  restricted  beef  and  restricted 
pork  required  by,  and  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  Form  FDO  48-1. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain, 
for  a  period  of  two  years,  all  the  data 
necessary  to  support  the  reports  sub- 
mitted hereunder.  The  Director  shall  be 
entitled  to  obtain  such  information  from, 
and  require  such  reports  and  the  keeping 
of  such  records  by,  any  person,  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(f)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  record-keeping  and  reporting  re- 
quirements of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 


accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act 
of  1942.  Subsequent  specific  record- 
keeping or  reporting  requirements  by  the 
Director  will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pursuant  to  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  beef  and  pork  of  any  person,  and  to 
make  such  investigations,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion, 
to  the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(h)  Territorial  scope.  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  apply  only  to  oper- 
ations conducted  within  any  of  the  48 
States  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(j)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  meat 
or  any  other  material  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using 
materials  subject  to  the  priority  or  allo- 
cation control  of  other  governmental 


agencies.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
der is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws. 
Further,  civil  action  may  be  instituted  to 
enforce  any  liability  or  duty  created  by, 
or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  instruct>ons  to  the  contrary 
are  issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed 
to  the  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion, Livestock  and  Meats  Branch,  Meat 
Purchase  Division,  5  South  Wabash  Ave- 
nue, Chicago,  Illinois.  Ref.:  FD-48. 

(1)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tor, insofar  as  such  powers  rtlate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director. 

(m)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m..  e.  w.  t., 
June  8,  1943. 

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, or  liabilities  incurred  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  amendment, 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  48  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  violation,  right,  or 
liability.

To  make  meat  produced  in  excess  of 
civilian  quotas  more  readily  available  to 
Government  purchasing  agencies,  frozen 
and  cured  beef  and  pork  inventories  of 
all  slaughterers,  wholesalers,  meat  han- 
dlers and  meat  processors  will  be  re- 
stricted, beginning  June  12,  the  War 
Food  Administration  said  today.  The 
limitation  does  not  apply  to  stocks  of 
meat  in  retail  stores. 

For  the  week  ending  June  12  and 
thereafter,  weekly  inventories  of  're- 
stricted" beef  and  pork  (frozen,  cured  or 
in  process  of  cure)  held  by  all  persons 
whose  average  sales  are  more  than  40.000 
pounds  per  week,  will  be  limited  by  for- 
mulas based,  in  the  case  of  slaughterers 
registered  under  MRO  #1.  on  their  aver- 
age weekly  quotas  under  that  order;  or, 
if  they  are  not  so  registered,  upon  their 
average  weekly  sales.  These  two  classes 
of  persons  will  be  required  to  make 
monthly  inventory  reports  to  the  Chicago 
office  of  the  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration, 5  South  Wabash  Avenue. 

No  person  who  sells  less  than  40.000 
pounds  of  meat  a  week  will  be  permitted 


to  have  an  inventory  on  June  12,  or  at 
the  end  of  any  following  week,  or  more 
than  50.000  pounds  of  "restricted"  beef 
and  pork  combined. 

This  inventory  control  is  included  in 
Amendment  1.  issued  today,  to  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  48.  FD  O.  48.  issued 
April  7.  1943,  established  inventory  con- 
trols over  federally-inspected  slaughter- 
ers only,  limiting  their  inventories  of 
restricted  pork  and  beef  to  stocks  on 
hand  at  the  end  of  their  second  quota 
period  (about  March  31,  1943)  under  the 
Meat  Restriction  Order  Officials  pointed 
out  that  the  first  limitation  on  inven- 
tories was  temporary  and  was  to  be  in 
effect  only  until  a  more  permanent  form 
of  controlling  slaughterers'  stocks  on 
hand  was  devised. 

Under  the  amendment  the  term  "in- 
ventory" means  all  stocks  of  "restricted" 
beef  and  pork  owned  by  any  person,  re- 
gardless of  where  the  meat  is  stored,  and 
also  includes  any  stocks  which  a  person 
has  processed  and  still  holds  in  his  estab- 
lishment even  though  he  may  have  sold 
them.  It  does  not  apply  to  stocks  of 
these  meats  which  have  been  sold  to 
Government  agencies,  or  stocks  which 
are  to  be  used  to  fulfill  existing  Govern- 


ment contracts,  nor  does  the  term  apply 
to  stocks  of  meat  in  a  retail  store. 

"Restricted"  beef  and  pork  include 
only  meat  that  is  frozen,  cured,  or  in 
process  of  cure.  The  term  includes 
fivers,  hearts  and  kidneys,  but  it  does 
not  include  other  edible  offals,  lard.  oils, 
rendering  fats,  or  by-products  not  ordi- 
narily used  for  human  consumption,  and 
skins  when  prepared  for  use  in  leather, 
glue  or  gelatin.  Also  excluded  are  stocks 
of  cutter  and  canner  beef,  except  these 
which,  under  the  Meat  Restriction  Or- 
der, may  be  sold  to  civilians:  beef  ham 
sets,  meat  which  is  smoked  or  in  process 
of  being  smoked,  canned  meat,  sausage, 
scrapple,  and  souse. 

Under  the  amendment  no  registered 
slaughterer  will  be  permitted  to  have  in 
inventory  on  June  12  or  at  the  end  of  any 
following  week:  d>  ^  quantity  of  "re- 
stricted" beef  in  excess  of  40.000  lbs.,  or 
one- third  of  his  average  weekly  beef 
quota  for  the  current  quota  period, 
whichever  amount  is  greater,  or  <  2 1  a 
quantity  of  restricted  pork  in  excess  of 
four  times  his  average  weekly  pork 
quotas  for  the  current  quota  period. 

No  person  other  than  a  registered 
slaughterer  who  has  sold  during  any 
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week  since  April  3,  1943,  a  quantity  of 
meat  with  a  total  net  weight  of  40,000 
pounds  or,  more  will  be  permitted  to 
have  in  inventory  on  June  12  or  at  the 
end  of  any  following  week:  (1)  a  quan- 
tity of  restricted  beef  in  excess  of  40,000 
lbs.,  or  one-third  of  his  average  weekly 
delivery  of  beef  other  than  to  Govern- 
ment agencies  in  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding monthly  accounting  period, 
whichever  amount  is  greater,  or  (2)  a 


quantity  of  restricted  pork  in  excess  of 
four  times  his  average  weekly  delivery 
of  pork  other  than  to  Government 
agencies  in  the  immediately  preceding 
monthly  accounting  period. 

Any  person  who  operates  a  oranch 
house  is  allowed,  under  the  amendment, 
to  have  an  additional  quantity  of  "re- 
stricted" meat  because  it  takes  longer 
to  distribute  meat  through  branch 
houses,  and,  therefore,  more  meat  is  re- 


quired en  route  to  packing  house.  The 
extra  amount  of  pork  which  a  branch 
house  operator  is  permitted  to  maintain 
in  his  inventory  is  a  quantity  equal  to 
the  average  weekly  deliveries  through 
the  branch  house  in  the  preceding 
monthly  accounting  period.  The  extra 
amount  of  beef  permitted  is  one-third 
of  the  average  weekly  deliveries  through 
the  branch  house  in  the  previous  ac- 
counting period.

Inventory  restrictions  on  all  slaugh- 
terers and  meat  handlers  have  been 
temporarily  suspended  (as  of  Septem- 
ber 3),  by  the  War  Food  Administration 
as  a  follow-up  to  the  two-month  sus- 


pension of  quota  limitations  on  slaugh- 
tering announced  September  1,  1943. 

These  inventory  limitations,  which 
have  been  in  effect  since  June  8,  under 
Food  Distribution  Order  48,  have  been 
based  on  slaughter  quotas  in  the  case 
of  large  slaughterers  (Classes  1  and  2A>. 
Since  quotas  have  been  suspended,  in- 


ventory controls  no  longer  apply  to 
these  slaughterers. 

In  the  case  of  smaller  slaughterers 
and  also  meat  distributors,  inventory  re- 
strictions have  been  based  on  weekly  de- 
liveries. Removal  of  the  inventory  con- 
trols for  these  slaughterers  and  handlers 
is  necessary  to  place  all  segments  of  the 
industry  on  the  same  basis. 
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
